The Person Who Did the Shooting It 
Unltnown, and Mad* HIa taeapa 
During the Ixoltamant That 
Followed the Tragedy. 

Lexington. K7., May 5. — Just aftet 
lie bad flnisbed filing papera r»open- 
i$g the contested election cases of 
Breathitt countjr, Hon. Jamea B. Mar- 
cinn waa shot and klllrd liy an assas- 
ain. He fell in his tracks Id thu front 
entrance of the court houso at Jack 
son and never spoke, death t>eing al- 
most instantaneous. He fell witbln a 
few yarda of wbena Town Marahall 
Jamea Oockrell waa ahot dowa in July, 
the assassin being stationed in the 
court house In each Instance. 

Marcum was counsel for the fusion 
ists, who are contesting for the offlcec 
of county Judge, sheriff and othei 
places. Aa a result of his efforts and 
his sympathy with the Cockrell fae 
tion in a feud lio had for a year bees 
regarded as a marked man. 

Various plots to assassinate blin 
have been reported. The bittemeas ol 
the fend aomewhat abated, boweTor, 
and the electlo^ cases were allowed tc 
sleep until Monday. Dea^lte wamingt 
Marcum felt safe in reauroing his in 
terrupted practice some time ago anc 
felt secure In filing a motion to re-oper 
the cases which had imperiled hia llf( 
moBtba before. At 8 o'clock Monday 
morning he went to the court hous<> 
bt Jackson and the papers were filed 
He walked from the clerk's oflire tr 
the tront door of the court house and 
facing the street, engaged in conversa 
tioa with Ben Bwing, a friend. The 
corridor stretching out to his back 
was full of men. The men had been 
talking about three minutes when s 
Khot rang out in the rear of the corri 
dor. Marcum staggered and as b« 
aai^ to the floor another akiit' was 
flred. The first bullet entered the 
back to the right of the spinal column 
and passing through the breast and 
body struck the door fadnp. The next 
passed through the top of his head 
and was aimed as he reeled. The 
shota appeared to come fTodk a door- 
way or possibly from behind a door in 
the corridor, but as the passage was 
quickly cleared amid great confusion 
no one seemed able to state accurate 
ly where the shots came from. 

A dispatch from County Judge Har- 
gis, received at 8: SO o'cloolt Moiaday 
night, states that the asaaaain la stin 
unknown, after a dilllgent search, and 
no arrests have been made. 

Marcum's body lay for ten minutoR 
untouched. Men feared to approach 
the body. It was finally picked up by 
friends and carried to a drug store op- 
posite and from there talcen home. 

Some say that the assa-ssin ran out 
(it the roar door and it prenis certain 
that he made his escape that way dur- 
ing the oonfusion. It is believed that 
he waa recognised by apme, but no 
one has thus far had the courage to 
name him, though this qoeatioa la on 
every one's lips. 

Marcum was a trustee nf the Ken 
tucky state college. United States com- 
missioner of his district i^nd repre- 
sented the I. ft B. railroad and other 
large corporations. He had practiced 
in Breathitt county for 17 years. ITe 
bad avoided feuds and until he took 
charge of the election cases had been 
a friend of all factions. For three 
monthp, beginning laat Jti)r< ha did not 
leave his home and after that for 
months was always accompanied by his 
wife and women friends or carried one 
of hi* children for protection. The 
fnaaral wUl take plaea in Mt Ster- 
ling.
